D e ar S ir :—As I have reasons to 
believe that I have many friends in 
Dixon who would enjoy reading news 
from this part of the world, I will 
therefore write 
about 
my chosen 
state. 
A man’s 
first 
impression of 
a 
country is entirely different from that 
which he receives after being in the 
community long enough to become 
acquainted with 
his surroundings. 
When I first came to California I got 
the same ideas of the state as do most 
tourists and I cannot blame them for 
while visiting the state they 
are 
showed the best of everything, but 
not the drawbacks which every state 
h as. 
I don’t understand why so many 
poor people are coming to California 
without a trade and without the pros­ 
pects of work. 
They don’t seem to 
understand that we have thousands of 
foreigners, such as Armenians, Rus­ 
sians, Chinese, 
Japanese, 
Italians, 
negroes, etc., who can and w ill work 
for less money than can the American 
who is particular how he lives. 
The 
reason why these people can live so 
cheap is, the Russian, Italian and 
negro puts his wife and children to 
work, the Japanese and Chinese live 
on rice and tea which is cheap, and 
the Armenian manages to skin every­ 
body in reach. I have no personal ill 
feeling against the Armenians but 1 
have heard many Californians object 
to their being allowed in this country. 
I w ill teil a true story of a Russian 
named John who was a hod carrier. 
One day while he was at work a brick 
fell from a two story building and 
struck him on the ear partially sever­ 
ing it from his head, his foreman see­ 
ing him in this condition took him 
to a doctor’s office for repairs and re * 
turned to work. 
In a few minutes 
John comes back with his ear still 
bleeding and uncared for. 
“ John, 
says the foreman, why didn’t you get 
your ear sewed up?” To which John 
replied the doctor wanted to charge 
me one dollar and fifty cents and I 
This Is 
why they can live cheaper than the 
American. 
An American would have 
paid twenty-five dollars or more, to 
repair such damages. 
People who can bring from three to 
five thousand dollars and invest in a 
ranch can make more money than 
farmers in the 
east off the same 
amount invested. The rancher here 
is not dependant on rains to water 
his land as all land used is irrigated. 
Some of California’s strong points are 
the delightful climate, delicious fruits 
and beautiful scenery. 
I bad the pleasure of taking a party 
of twenty-five Y . M. C. A. members 
to the Yosemite Valley this summer. 
The distance covered by us was two 
hundred and forty 
miles, seventy 
miles on bicycle and the remainder on 
foot. Some days we covered thirty- 
wound and cut in the forehead turned Qve mJles 
mountain trails 
a somersault and struck on his feet. 
The ambulance was summoned and

Nine Hundred Conversions Result of 
Wm. Sundays’ Great Revival. 
As Wra. Su nday is to visit Dixon 
and condu ct a series of religiou s meet­ 
ings toward the close of the coming 
winter, some accou nt of the resu lt of 
his work which closed this week in 
Keoku k, Iowa, will be of interest to 
many. 
Mr. Su nday was in Keoku k thirty- 
one days. Du ring 
that 
time 
he 
preached seventy-three sermons to a 
total of 130,000 people. There were 
nine hu ndred conversions in all; the 
greatest nu mber of these at any one 
meeting du ring the series was 190. 
The tabernacle in which the meet­ 
ings were held cost « 2,000, and there 
were several hu ndred dollars of inci­ 
dental expenses. This was all cancell­ 
ed by su bscriptions du ring the first 
ten days, and on the last Su nday more 
than 
$2,000 was collected as a re­ 
muneration for the 
work of Mr. S u n ­ 
day and the people 
of Keokuk feel 
that the g o o d 
accomplished is beyond 
price. 
At the final meeting the au dience 
nu mbered 7,000 people and thou sands 
of others tu rned back home becau se 
they cou ld not crowd Into the bu ild­ 
ing. Some of these had been trying 
to gain admission for over two hou rs 
before the services began. 
At last 
the su perintendent of constru ction 
bad boards torn off the sides of the 
tabernacle and thou gh the openings 
many of the ou tsiders were able to see 
and hear the speaker. In spite of 
this all those who arrived less than 
an hou r before 
the sermon were 
obliged to go home disappointed. 
At the men’s meeting Su nday after­ 
noon almost 200 men crowded forward 
to profess their allegiance to Christ, 
singing and cheering as they went. 
The Keoku k Daily Gate City says: 
•‘Mr. Su nday got a fair deal in Keo­ 
ku k, and it was not necessary for him 
to do any "knockink.” 
Not every­ 
body approved of his work, and some 
people greatly disapproved of his ser­ 
mons and nls methods; bu t nobody 
lied abou t him. Early in the month 
some people referred to him as a graf­ 
ter, bu t that iaea soon changed and 
his sincerity was qu ickly recognized. 
Only one falsehood was started abou t 
him, and the man who started it, 
discovering that he had been misin­ 
formed, went arou nd the next day 
and corrected the error.”
